Prices will be raised on 15 selected a la carte items in the First 
Floor Cafeteria of the Marvin Center effective on Wednesday, September 6. 

Specialized Management Services, the present food contractor, requested 
a price increase on the 15 items in mid-August. After careful consideration 
of each item, the University Business Office has approved the price increase. 
This is being done to meet increased food and labor costs being felt by SMS. 

In explaining why the increase was necessary, John Einbinder, University 
Business Manager pointed out that wholesale prices of food have shown a marked 
upward trend in the last year. He said that the price of ham has gone from 
77 <t a pound to $1.03 a pound from June of 1971 to June of 1972, that pastrami 
has gone up from 89<t to 95<f a pound in the same period. He said that SMS 
prices for a la carte items have not increased since SMS took over the food 
service from ARA Slater in September of 1970. 

In approving the current increase, the following factors were taken into 
consideration: 

1) In 1971-72, the Union Contract with SMS called for an average increase of 
7.8% in the pay of hourly employees; and in 1972-73, the increase will average 
over 8%. Thus, in a two year period, SMS has experienced a large increase 
in the wages of their hourly employees. 
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2) The fixed costs experienced by the contractor will be increased from 
3% to 4% over the 1972-73 school .year (insurance, equipment replacements, 
etc.). 

3) Fresh fruits and vegetables increased approximately 5% over the 1971-72 
school year and at least another 5% increase is anticipated for 1972-73. 

4) The increase in the price of raw goods (meats) has been 5% to 7% during 
the last three years, and a 5% increase can be expected for 1972-73. For 
instance, the wholesale prices of 9 major food items increased over 17% from 
June 1971 to June 1972 (ham, roast beef, bacon, tuna, corn beef, pastrami, etc.). 

The 15 items increased represent less than 2% of the total number of 
items sold in the cafeteria. 

No additional price increase is anticipated during this year.

Jerome Cornfield, Professor of Statistics at The George Washington University, 
(of 9600 Arnon Chapel Road, Great Falls, Va.) is one of four US experts on 
ischemic heart disease now in the Soviet Union. The study-trip is part of a 14&» 
USSR cooperative Health Program on Disease signed during President Nixon's May 23 
visit to Moscow. 

The group has been spending two weeks (since September 17) in cooperative 
studies on the management of ischemic heart disease. 

Ischemic heart disease is our chief cause of death in the US, manifest 
most dramatically in the form of heart attack, or myocardial infarctions, accord¬ 
ing to the National heart and Lung Institute of the National Institutes 6f 
Health. It is also a leading cause of death in the industrialized countries of 
the world. 

Mr. Cornfield has taught at Johns Hopkins University, Stanford University, 
the University of Michigan, American University, Columbia University, the Univer¬ 
sity of Oslo, and has lectured at the US Department of Agriculture Graduate 
School. He has also been chief of the Biometrics Research Branch of the National 
Heart Institute, a mathematical statistician in various parts of the National 
Institutes of Health, and a statistician in the US Bureau of Labor Statistics. A 
member of many learned and professional societies, he received a Superior Service 
Award from the Department of Health, Education and Welfare in 1967. He has 
written extensively in his field.
